Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Rejjort  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1970, 

The  number  of  live  births  - 112  - was  five  more  than  for  the 
previous  year,  while  the  number  of  deaths  - 111  - was  ten  more  than  for 
1969.  In  spite  of  this,  the  favourable  balance  of  births  over  deaths  was 
maintained,  by  a margin  of  one.  The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the 
mid-year  population  showed  an  increase  of  50  to  696O.  Heart  disease  took 
its  usual  place  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  causes  of  death,  followed  .by  cancer 
and  cerebrovascular  disease  in  equal  numbers.  One  infant  death  and  two 
stillbirths  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  low,  apart 
from  a mild  outbreak  of  measles,  with  a peak  incidence  in  May. 

In  the  environmental  circumstances  of  the  District,  new  sewage 
disposal  works  were  completed  for  Delab ole  and  Tresparrett,  while  Helstone 
was  provided  with  sewage  disposal  works  and  a new  sewerage  system,  in  this 
case  providing  a remedy  for  conditions  which  had  been  the  subject  of  public 
complaint  for  a number  of  years, 

I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  D.H.Westwell,  the  Council's  Surveyor 
and  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  has  provided  the  information  in  the  environ- 
mental section  of  this  report.  To  Mr,  Hawkey,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and 
his  staff,  I am  indebted  for  much  help  and  I am  glad  to  continue  the  record 
of  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  the  General  Medica.]  Practitioners 
of  the  district.

Area  (in  acres)  52,544.  Camelford  Rural  Bstrict  extends  fi-ora  Bolabole 
Point  in  Porr  Isaac  Ba3'’  to  Strangles  Beach, north  of  Boscastle,  inland 
to  St.  Clether  and  south  to  St.  Breward,  and  consists  for  the  most  part 
of  three  plateam:  4OO  ft.,  700. ft.,  and  1,100  ft.  above  sea  level. 

The  geology  of  the  Distiuct  is  very  complex,  due  to  much  faulting 
and  over- thrusting.  The  rocks  in  the  area  west  of  the  River  Camel  are 
Upper  Devonian,  and  it  is  in  these  beds  that  the  famous  Delabole  Slate  has 
been  quarried  for  several  centuries.  Along  the  northern  boundary  running 
east  to  west  is  the  Davids tow  anti-cline,  the  northern  flank  of  which 
disappears  under  the  culm  measures  near  Boscastle. 

The  beds  in  the  anti-cline  can  be  seen  in  the  Tintagel  Cliff 
Sections.  Black  shales,  slates  and  volcanics  are  well  exposed.  East  of 
the  River  Camel  is  tiie  granite  mass  of  Bodmin  Moor  and  at  St.  Breward  a 
fine  silver-grey  granite  of  the  highest  quality  is  quarried, 

Pomilation  - Tiie  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  i^opulation  for  the 
mid-year  1970  to  be  6,960,  an  increase  of  50, 

Deaths  - The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  Distinct  for  the  year 
was  111  compared  vdth  101  for  1969.  The  crude  death  rate  based  on  the 
mid-year  population  was  15.9  compared  with  14.6  in  the  previous  year.

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District  with  the  mortality 
for  England  and  Wales,  it  is  necessary  to  make  a correction  to  allow  for  the 
difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  two  populations.

The  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  16,1,  \^hen 
tho  Registrar  General's  Area  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (l,24)  is 
applied  to  this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  of  20,0  for  this 
District  compares  with  16,0  (provisional)  for  England  and  Wales, 
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Stillbirths.  There  were  two  stillbirths  during  1970,

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GENERAL  PROVISIOH  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


General  Medical  Services 


General  nedical  services  under  Fart  IV  of  ihe  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  are  provided  by  nedical  practitioners  resident  in 
the  district  and  in  adjoining?  districts,  all  of  whom  undertake  maternity 
nedical  services. 

County  Council  Services. 

I Health  Denartnent,  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

authority  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 

Service  Act,  1946,  and  provides  the  following  services  in  the 

district 

(a)  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing  ; Nurse-midwives  are  provided 
to  attend  general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  hone. 

(b)  Health  Visiting  : Health  Visitors  are  available  to  give 

advice  on  health  natters  in  the  hone  or  at  the  clinic. 

Originally  concerned  with  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  v^hich  is  still  their  basic  function,  they  are 
increasingly  concerned  with  other  age  groups,  particularly 
the  aged.  Some  health  visitors  combine  this  work  with  general 
nursing  and  niidwifery.  All  act  also  as  school  nurses, 

(c)  Infant  Nelfare  Centres  ; Monthly  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are 
held  at  Canelford  and  Delabole. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic  : Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston,  and  at  Wadebridge. 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus,  and  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination,  are 
provided  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  by  the  supply  of 
materials  to  the  family  doctor. 

Vaccination  against  measles  is  now  provided  for 
susceptible  ehildren  up  to  the  age  of  15  years,  and  a limited 
scheme  of  vaccination  against  German  measles , for  older  girls 
of  secondary  school  age,  has  been  introduced. 

(f)  Ambulance  Service  : A service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sitting 
cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used.  IiHien  appropriate, 
some  such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  a 
voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administration  of  the 
service  is  carried  out  from  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin. 
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(ff)  Prevention  of  Illness.  Care  and  After-care:  A full  time 
tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are 
available  to  assist  in  the  home  treatment  of  such  persons 
when  required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Routine 
tuberculin  testing  and,  if  necessary,  B.C.G.  vaccination  (i.e. 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis)  is  provided  for  senior 
school  children. 

Certain  special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other  types 
of  illness  by  district  health  visitors,  while  health  education 
is  carried  out  by  the  County's  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

II  Education  Department;  As  local  education  authority,  the  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  which 
provides  the  following 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  of  pupils 
Cleanliness  Surveys  of  pupils 
Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  of  pupils 
Ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils  in  need  of  special 
education 

Treatment  Clinics  as  follows  ; 

Dental  Clinic  - at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston  and  Wadebridge 
Child  Guidance  - by  arrangement 


III  Social  Services  Department. 

The  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970,  which  resulted 
from  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Authority  and 
Allied  Personal  Services  (the  Seebohm  Report),  presented  to 
Parliament  in  1968,  came  into  full  operation  on  1st  April, 1971. 

This  Act  required  the  County  Council  to  set  up  a Social  Services 
Committee  and  appoint  a Director  of  Social  Services,  who  is  now 
established  at  Old  County  Hall,  Tiuro, 

The  new  Department  is  responsible  for  the  folloxving 

All  duties  formerly  carried  out  by  the  Children’s  Department 
All  duties  foimerly  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Health  and 
Welfare  Section  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department. 

Family  casework  with  the  physically  and  mentally  disabled. 
Day  centres,  clubs,  adult  training  centres,  workshops  and 
residential  accommodation  for  the  above. 

The  day  care  of  children  under  the  age  of  five  years, 
playgroups,  etc,  day  nurseries  and  child  minding. 

The  care  of  unsupported  mothers,  including  residential  care. 
Homo  Help  Service. 
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The  new  Depai-tm/^nt  retains  a link  -'■d  th  the  Health  Der^^ 
in  that  the  County  Medical  urt'icer  remains  weaical  Adviser  to 
the  Council,  including  the  Social  Services  Committee,  and  the 
Deputy  Couhty  Medical  Officer  deals  with  day-to-day  medical 
matters  affecting  the  Social  Services  Department, 

The  Social  Workers  for  the  District  work  from  the  Health 
Area  Office,  Wadebridge,  The  Social  Worker  for  Child  Care 
works  from  Hendra,  Dunheved  Road,  Launceston. 

Hospital  Services, 

The  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hospital  authority 
for  the  area. 

In-patient  and  out-patient  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Royal 
Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  the  East  Cornwall  Hospital,  Bodmin,  Launceston 
Hospital  and  hospitals  in  Plymouth  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious 
disease  are  admitted  to  the  Scott  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Truro,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Tehidy  Hospital  or  Didworthy 
Chest  Hospital,  Mental  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  St.  Lawrence’s 
Hospital  and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin,  and  by  Moorfields  Hospital,  Ivybridge, Devon. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  at  the  East  Cornwall  Hospital,  Bodmin, 
and  physiotherapy  clinics  are  held  at  Tavistock  Hospital,  Dawfield  Hospital, 
Holsworthy  and  at  Bodmin.  Chest  clinic  sessions  are  held  at  Launceston 
Hospital  and  at  the  East  Cornwall  Hospital,  Bodmin.  An  ophthalmic  clinic 
for  school  and  pre-school  children  is  held  periodically  at  the  Health  Clinic, 
Launceston,  and  at  Camelford.  A specialist  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  in 
Launceston  weekly. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Exeter  and 
Pljrmouth,  to  which  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  submitted.

The  Council  has  provided  sewerage  systems  in  Tintagel, 
Bossiney,  Boscastle,  St.  Breward,  St.  Teath,  Delabole,  Treknow, 
Camelford,  Trevia  and  Tregoodwell. 

The  Tintagel,  Bossiney  and  Boscastle  systems  each  have  sea 
outfalls  and  troubles  are  occasionally  experienced  with  blockages  and 
sea  damage  to  the  Boscastle  outfall.  It  is  hoped  to  put  remedial  work 
in  hand  at  Boscastle  in  the  very  near  future. 

New  sewage  treatment  works  were  completed  during  the  year  at 
Delabole,  Helstono  and  Tresparrett,  Helstone  also  being  provided  with  a 
completely  new  sewerage  system, 

PUBLIC  CLEA[\ISING 


A comprehensive  scheme  of  refuse  collection  is  available  to  all 
properties  in  the  district.  Kerbside  collection  is  carried  out  on  a 
weekly  basis. 


Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  into  an  old  quarry 
at  Camelfoitl,  and  by  tipping  with  a limited  degree  of  control  at 
Bowi thick,  Tintagel,  The  Bowi thick  tip  is  available  as  a disposal  point 
for  any  form  of  domestic  waste  from  any  resident  in  the  Rural  District, 
Condiderable  use  is  made  of  this  facility,  particularly  by  caravan  and 
chalet  site  operators  who  find  a weekly  kerbside  collection  to  be  inadequate. 
Ways  of  improving  the  service  are  being  investigated.

Prescribed  Particulars  on  the  Administration  of  the  Factories  Act, 
1961,  are  attached  as  an  appendix  to  this  report  in  accordance  with 
circular  1/7O  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTA.?€E  ilCTS.  1948  and  1951. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  deals  with  the 
removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

It  places  on  the  Council  the  duty  of  securing  the  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who  ; 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

The  action  is  taken  on  the  certificate  of  the  medical  officer  of 
health,  and  involves  the  making  of  an  order,  by  a court  of  summary 
jurisdiction,  for  the  removal  of  the  porsoh  concerned  to  a suitable 
hospital  or  other  place.  The  order  is  effective  for  up  to  three  months  and 
is  renewable  by  the  court  for  similar  periods.  It  applies  mainly  to  aged 
persons  living  in  insanitary  surroundings  to  whom  the  other  conditions  of 
the  section  apply,  and  is  taken,  as  a rule,  only  after  the  failure  of  all 
efforts  to  persuade  the  individual  to  enter  voluntarily  some  institution 
where  the  necessary  care  and  attention  are  available. 

The  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  modified  the 
procedure  to  allow  of  the  removal  of  such  persons  in  conditions  of  urgency 
on  the  order  of  a single  magistrate  after  the  submission  of  certificates 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  one  other  medical  practitioner,  for  a 
maximum  period  of  three  weeks.  This  period  may  be  extended,  if  necessary, 
by  the  action  laid  down  by  Section  47  of  the  main  Act,

Acts, 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  im  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  MD 
OTHER  DISEi'iSES. 


The  infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following  Cholera,  plague, 
relapsing  fever,  typhus,  smallpox,  acute  encephalitis,  acute  meningitis, 
acute  poliomyelitis,  anthrax,  amoebic  dysentery,  bacillary  dysentery, 
diphtheria,  infective  jaundice,  leprosy,  leptospirosis,  malaria,  measles, 
ophthalmia  neonatoiTim,  paratyphoid  fever,  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever, 
tetanus,  tuberculosis,  whooping  cough,  yellow  fever  and  food  poisoning. 

Tlie  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Table  II. 

Smallpox.  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  which  239 
vaccinations  and  25  re-vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  the  whole  of  the 
County  Council’s  Health  Area  No.  6, 

Diphtheria.  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.  213  children 
in  the  Health  Area  received  a complete  course  of  immunisation  during  the  year, 
the  triple  antigan  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used 
in  521  children  received  reinforcing  injections,  the  diphtheria- 

tetanus/ being  used  in  these  cases. 


Poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  this  infection  was  notified  during  the  year,  in 
the  course  of  which  234  persons  in  the  Health  Area  received  a complete  course 
of  oral  vaccination,  and  a further  321  a reinforcing  dose. 

Measles.  There  was  a mild  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  late  spring  and 
summer,  twenty-seven  cases  being  notified.  Sixteen  of  the  cases  were 
notified  in  May,  and  twenty-one  of  the  total  were  in  St.  Teath  and  Delabole. 
All  those  affected  were  children. 

Vaccination  against  this  disease  was  continued  during  the  year, 

373  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and  eleven  years  receiving  tliis 
vaccination  during  the  year  in  the  Health  Area, 


Food  Poisoning.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year, 
but  one  possible  case  came  to  notice.  This  was  a child  on  holiday  in  the 
area  who  had  had  symptoms  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting.  Bacteriological 
examination,  however,  failed  to  reveal  the  presence  of  any  of  the  f^ood-poisoning 
group  of  germs,  and,  as  none  of  the  suspected  food  remained  for  submission  to 
the  laboratory,  the  diagnosis  could  not  be  definitely  proved.

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No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  connection  with  persons 
suffering  from  pulmonary  Tuberculous  employed  in  the  milk  trade,  or  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  deals  with  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  patients  and  the  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of  spread 
of  the  disease  and  after-care  of  the  patients. 

Out-patients  and  contacts  are  seen  by  the  Chest  Physician  at  the 
Chest  Clinics  at  Launceston  Hospital,  and  East  Cornwall  Hospital,  Bodmin, 

The  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  attend  the  Clinics,  follow 
up  the  patients  in  their  homes,  trace  contacts  and  sources  of  infection  and 
thus  acting  as  most  valuable  and  essential  "Liaison  Officers"  betvreen  the 
curative  and  preventive  services,  bridge  a most  alarming  gap. 

All  susceptible  contacts  in  the  District  are  offered  B.C .G, 
Vaccinatioi^i,  and  most  avail  themselves  of  this  method  of  protection. 

The  scheme  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  susceptible  school  children 
continued  during  the  year,  again  with  an  excellent  response, 

OTHER  DISEASES 


Cancer  of  the  Lung.  The  deaths  of  three  males  from  this  cause  were  recorded 
during  the  year.  The  total  of  lung  cancer  deaths  since  1949  is  now  49, 

37  male  and  12  female.  During  the  same  period,  there  have  been  144  male 
and  168  female  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer. 

Cencer  of  the  Cervix.  The  County  Council’s  Cervical  Cytology  clinics  at 
Launceston  and  Camelford  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 

Nomen  between  the  ages  of  30  and  55  years  are  accepted  for  this 
form  of  examination.  The  clinic  at  Launceston  servos  the  whole  of  the 
Health  Area,  and  beyond.  The  clinic  at  Camelford  caters  for  residents  of  the 
Rural  District,  although  a number  of  those  eligible  are  seen  at  the  Launceston 
clinic,  and  a few  at  Nadebridge. 

During  the  year,  460  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory 
from  the  whole  of  the  Health  Area.  No  cases  of  the  pre-cancerous  stage  of 
the  disease,  nor  of  established  cancer  of  "the  cervix,  were  discovered,  but 
a number  of  minor  conditions  were  identified.  As  a copy  of  the  laboratory 
report  is  sent  to  the  patient’s  general  practitioner,  he  is  made  aware  of 
these  findings,  and  can  arrange  treatment,  if  requiired.
